WILL DEMAND FULL 


INQUIRY, HE DECLARES 


Orders Calling Admiral to This 
City Are Regarded as 
Disciplinary Act. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 25 (A.P.).— 
Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magruder, 
whose recent magazien article on “The 
Navy and Economy” caused a stir in 
naval circles, has been detached from 
duty as commandant of the Fourth 
Naval District. 

A telegram notifying him that he had 
been detached from duty and ordering 
him to report to the Secretary of the 
Navy at Washington about November 5, 
was received by Admiral Magruder to- 
night from Secretary of the Navy Wil- 
bur. The message read: 


or about November 5, you ure detached 
from duty as commandant of the 
Fourth Naval District and from such 
other duty as may have been assigned 
to you, and you will proceed to Wash- 
ington and report to the Secretary of 
the Navy.” 

Admiral Magruder said the order 
came as a “distinct shock” to him. 
Although he had been aware that his 
magazine articles nad not met with the 
approval of some naval officials, he 
stated that he had hoped the matter 
would be straightened out. The ad- 
miral said that he would insist on a 
“thorough” investigation of the “whole 
affair.” 

Hoped for Full Tour. 

“I have been here for fifteen 
months,” said Admiral Magruder, “and 
have become very much attached to 
Philadelphia and Philadelphians. I had 
hoped to stay here for the full tour 
of duty. I don’t know why I have 
been detached and shall insist on a 
thorough investigation.” 

Admiral Magruder reiterated that he 
had tried for years to effect economies 
n the Navy Department and cited his 
testimony before a special commission 
in Washington several years ago. 

“I never have suggested that the 
Navy be reorganized,” Admiral Ma- 
gruder said. “I merely set forth what 
I believed to be needed reforms in the 
service, and nothing has occurred -to 
shake my belief in the justice of my 
course.”’ 

Admiral Magruder has been in active 
na¥al service for 36 years. He was sec- 
ond in command of American naval 
forces in European waters in the World 
War, receiving the distinguished serv- 
ice medal for his services. 


Regarded as Discipline.

SCOUTS SUICIDE IDEA 


Husband to Resume the Hunt 
Today After Attending 
'! Funeral of Father. 


Mrs.. Anne Ramsey Forbush, of 
Canandaigua, N. Y., who disappeared 
here a week ago, was still missing last 
night, after her townsfolk and local 
police had made a fruitless dawn-to- 
dusk search for her. 

With two bloodhounds, the search- 
ing party—composed of twenty citl- 
wens of Canandaigua and twenty po- 
licemen—scoured Rock Creek Park, 


McMillan Park and Soldiers Home 
Park, but found no trace of the miss- 
ing woman. 

Late last night Mayor William J. Mc- 
Farlane, of Canandaigua. and his col- 
leagues received a “tip” that a woman 
answering Mrs. Forbush’s description 
had been seen going into a vacant 
house on Macomb street, near Rock 
Creek Park. Armed with flashlights, 
they sped to the house, searched it high 
and low, but found nothing. 


Reports Prove Fruitless. 


No less than a dozen fruitless re- 
ports were received by the searchers 
yesterday and last night, each one 
placing Mrs. Forbush—or a woman sup- 
posed to be her—in a different part of 
the city. The final report last night 
took the party on a vain hunt along 
Sligo road. 

The Canandaiguans, however, hope 
that the people here will continue to 
notify them at the Winston Hotel 
whenever they see anybody resembling 
Mrs. Forbush. They hope that éventu- 
ally a tip will be received that will re- 
sult in Mrs. Forbush being found. 

Mrs. Forbush had come here with 
her husband, the Rev. Dascomb Fore 
bush, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Canandaigua. Dur- 
ing an intermission at Keith’s Theater, 
she sneaked? away from her husband, 
and, in his opinion, headed for some 
park or woods. 

The woman ir subject to a mental 
aberration that leads her to flee from 
people and seek solitude in lonely 
places. At such times, her husband 
says, she feels that she is unworthy 
of her children and her church and 
wants only to hide away from every- 
thing and everybody. 


Search to Be Pressed. 


The citizens of Canandaigua, who, 
through friendship and sympathy for 
the Forbush couple, have come nearly 
500 miles to join in the search, still 
believe that she is alive and will be 
found. At any rate, they are deter- 
mined to stay on and continue the 
hunt. 

The Rev. Mr. Forbush, whose father 
died while he himself was searching 
for his wife, went to Baltimore yester- 
day for his father’s funeral. This 
morning he will set out again to look 
for Mrs. Forbush. 

Some of the local policemen are 
afraid that Mrs. Forbush is dead, but 
not the men from Canandaigua. Among 
the most optimistic of the latter is 
Sheriff John C. Bolles. 

“We haven’t given up hope,” said 
the sheriff. “All of.us feel that we 
are going to find her. The weather has 
been unusually good and she is in good 
physical condition, and that is the 
principal reason why we are optimistic. 


Scouts Theory of fuicide. 


“None of us believes that she would 
commit suicide. Dr. Henry C. Burgess, 
who has treated Mrs. Forbush, and 
who is here with us, says she never 
showed any suicidal tendencies. He 
also believes that she could have got 
along this far without any food. It 
is possible, of course, that she has 
eaten something. The last time she 
ran away, we found her in the woods 
eating candy.”

FRAY FOLLOWED ‘KIDDING’ 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 
Upper Marlboro, Md., Oct. 25.—J. Ed- 
ward Binger, wealthy farmer, banker 
and canner, was acquitted of a charge 
of assault with intent to kill by a jury 
in the circuit court here this afternoon. 
He was accused of having fired five bul- 
lets into John W. Proctor, a negro farm 
hand, outside of the general store at 
Halls Station, near here, April 16. 
Binger’s defense was that he had 
been in a constant state of terror as 
a result of a threat made by Proctor to 
“lay him cold.” For months, he said, 
he hardly could sleep or eat and was 
afraid he would feel the stine of a 
bullet at any minute. The jury found 
him not guilty within an hour. 
State’s Attorney J. Frank Parran 
pleaded with the jury to find Binger 
guilty, declaring the negro’s life was 
just as precious as that of any man 
in the community. 

Proctor, who has recovered, testified 
Binger fired at him in cold blood and 
that even after he had emptied his 
revolver he stood over him and con- 
tinued to pull the trigger. 

The genesis of the shooting, judging 
from the testimony, was a half hour of 
“kidding” in the general store of Louis 
Hopkins.

Accused of Violating Promises 
to End Segregation of 
Colored Employes. 


RESENT BREAKFAST SNUB 


The National Equal Rights League 
met last night in its twentieth annual 
séssion in the John Wesley Church, 
Fourteenth and Corcoran streets north- 
west, with Maurice W. Spencer presid- 
ing. The meeting was designated by 
the presiding officer as an ‘“antisegre- 
gation” gathering, and was featured by 
attacks on the Republican administra- 
tion. Colored clerks of the Pension 
Office, the Treasury Department, and 
the Department of Justice, where seg- 
regation was said to be in vogue, joined 
the league at the convention. 

William Monroe Trotter, of Boston, 
secretary of the league, introducing 
Neval H. Thomas, president of the local 
branch of the National Association for 
Advancement of Colored People, said: 

“You of the National Capital can not 
tell how we of Massachusetts feel when 
we contemplate the present incumbent 
of the White House, President Coolidge, 
the greatest disappointment to the col- 
ored citizens of Massachusetts in their 
political history.” He cited eight for- 
mal protests made by negro organiza- 
tions at the White House against. seg- 
regation in Government departments, 
and a promise of gradual elimination, 
which, he said, had not been fulfilled. 

Thomas gave ilustrations of the opera- 
tion of segregation in Government 
service, particularly in the Interior De- 
partment, and excoriated officers of his 
organization who had ceased to fight 
discriminatory practices after being 
given positions in Government service. 

Robert J. Nelson, executive director 
of the civil liberties commission of 
the grand lodge of colored Elks, cited 
President Coolidge, who signed a bill 
for separate bathing beaches here on 
Federal territroy, as the first Republi- 
can President to sign a bill of like 
character.

ostensibly to collect rent, was on the 
stand the entire afternoon today, and 
left it apparently as calm as when she 
took it. 

She answered questions frankly. She 
denied that she had at any time tareat- 
ened to kill Mosser, but charged he had 
attempted familiarity on several occa- 
sions at her home. but such atten- 
tions were repulsed. On the day of 
the shooting, she said, Mosser forced 
the door while she was washing dishes. 
it was locked. She told of the dispute 
that followed about paying rent. She 
said she told him she would not pay 
until she heard from his sister. 

He become angry and threw. a brick, 
she declared. She added: “I had the 
rifle in the kitchen in a corner. 1 shot 
after he threw the brick at me. This 
was after he said ‘I am going to have 
something,’ to which I did not answer. 
He turned and walked away, clutching 
his shoulder. I walked out on the 
porch and saw him lying on the 
ground.” 

The defendant then mounted a horse 
and started for Swanton to call a doc- 
tor and the sheriff. 

Cross-examination brought out some- 
thing of the past life of the accused. 
She said she was not a graduate nurse, 
but served 2% years in a hospital. 
Before coming to Garrett County, she 
= ga lived for a year at Kingwood, 

. Va. 

“I came to Kingwood from Fairmont,” 
she said, “and during the war I ran a 
taxicab in Fairmont.” 

Miss Swan, in answer to a question 
whether she went under the name of 
Marie Snyder, said “Yes,” but after 
argument by counsel this testimony, 
referring to nine years ago, was ruled 
out. 

Miss Swan admitted she made 
liquor, declaring she made it only for 
one person and applied the money 
received on rent. 

She told of a visit of several young 
men to her home, only one of whom 
knew, “Lawton J. Friend.” 

They told Ker she was “going to be 
raided” and she’d better get rid of 
her liquor and mash, she said. 

“They volunteered to help me,” she 
went on. “They loaded up the mash 
on the wagon and carried about five 
gallons of liquor to a place in the field. 
They asked for one gallon on account 
of their help. I gave it to them. Later 
when I went to see where they had 
hidden the whisky that evening I 
found it had been stolen.” 

She denied that in the presence of 
these visitors she had made threats 
against Mosser for reporting her to 
the officers as a moonshiner. This 
morning Lawrence Weimer, 19, one of 
the party, said on the stand he heard 
Miss Swan say she would shoot Mosser, 
corroborating what others in the party 
had testified yesterday. 

Wade H. Loar, the last witness today, 
who was on the coroner’s jury, said 
the door of Miss Swan’s home looked 
as if it had been forced, wtth the lock 
out of position. He said he Saw a part 
of a brick on the floor beside a broken 
lamp globe. The lamp remained on 
the table. The case is expected to go 
to the jury tomorrow afternoon.

Although the report on its face 
covers the quarter from June 1 to 
August 31, it actually goes back to 
January 1. It discloses that from Jan- 
uar, 1 to August 31, it had total re- 
ceipts, chiefly in the form of contri- 
butions, of $206,119.56. 

The expenditures for that period are 
given as $204,427.09. hey are for the 
most part in small sums and appar- 
ently largely represent outlay for print- 


ing, publicity and organization work 
in the cause of opposition to the eight- 
eenth amendment. 

The contributions come from all 
parts of the country, but a great share 
of them from New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. Among the contributors 
are William A. Gaston, of Boston, who 
gave $10,000; Jonathan K. Voshell, of 
Baltimore 81,000; R. A. Huber, of An- 
heuser-Bush, Inc., of St. Louis, $1,000, 
and Fiel Bros., of Brooklyn, 8900. The 
larger contributors‘from New York City 
include Clinton Elliott, who gave $9,000;

CHAUNCEY DEWEY WEDS

Stormy Petrel of Chicago Poli- 
tics Leader for Roose- 
velt Cause. 


WAS TRIED FOR MURDER 


Chicago, Oct. 25.—Chauncey Dewey, 
formerly a resident of Chicago, now 
a millionaire ranchman in Kansas, was 
married today to his secretary, Miss 
Lavon Presson, at Loeti, Kans., accord- 


+ing to dispatches from that town. Mr. 


Dewey was divorced six years ago from 
Mrs. Elvira Milspaugh Dewey. 

Although of an old Chicago family 
and during his young manhood active 
socially and politically here, Mr. Dewey 
left this city a number of years ago 
to make his permanent residence in 
northwest Kansas, the scene of a sen- 
sational killing episode in my near 
the Dewey ranch. 

During his youth Dewey had spent 
much time on the ranch of 200,000 
acres that his father, the late C. P. 
Dewey, had acquired near St. Francis, 
Kans. In 1903, while in charge of the 
ranch, he went with two of his cow- 
boys to the neighboring ranch of the 
Berry family to compel the return of 
a watering tank that had been re- 
moved from the Dewey premises. In 
the dispute that followd Berry and two 
sons were killed and Dewey and his 
men were charged with murder. While 
they were held, pending bail formali- 
ties, a mob of cattlemen gathered and 
threatened to lynch the trio. The at- 
tacking party was held off by the 
sheriff and a posse, but the accused 
men were barely saved from death by 
the arrival. of the State troops. 

The murder case finally was ended in 
the Supreme Court in 1907, and Dewey 
was acquitted. The next year he mar- 
ried Miss Milspaugh, of Topeka, daugh- 
ter of the Right Rev. Frank R. Mils- 
paugh, Episcopal Bishop of Kansas. 

After returning to Chicago in 1908 
Mr. Dewey went into politics and was 
reputed to be the “silk stocking boss 
of the Second Ward.” He wound up 
his career after taking a leading part 
in the progressive wing movement in 
1912. He led the fight for Roosevelt as 
State chairman in 1912 and signed the 
call for the progressive national con- 
vention here with the late Senator 
Medill McCormick.

Phonograph Speech Is Heard 
by American Institute at 
Pinehurst. 


LAUDS RESEARCH WORK 


Pinehurst, N. C., Oct. 26 (A.P.).— 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, today urged members of the 
American Institute of Steel Construc- 
tion, in fifth annual session here, to- 
wards a continuance of their industry 
in establishing standard codes of prac- 
tice and ethics, and assured them of 
the cooperation of his department in 
their work.

CROWTHER SEEKS CUT 


(Associated Press.) 

Treasury Officials will be the first 
witnesses to be examined by the House 
ways and means committee when it 
meets Monday to begin writing a new 
revenue law. A list of those from whom 
the committee will take testimony dur- 
ing its eight days of public hearings 
was made public yesterday by Clayton 
F. Moore, committeé clerk, and includes 
in addition a number of members of 
Congress, representatives of commer- 
cial organizations and chambers of 
commerce. 

The first two days of hearings will be 
devoted to tax matters in general; the 
third day to the corporation income 
tax; then in the order named subjects 
affecting the Board of Tax Appeals and 
general administrative features, excise 
and stamp taxes, estate tax and mis- 
cellaneous matters. 

Meanwhile, the joint Congressional 
tax committee, composed of ranking 
majority and minority members of the 
ways and means committee and the 
Senate finance committee, continued 
yesterday with discussion of suggestions 
that Government tax experts have made 
looking to simplification of administra- 
tion of the tax laws. 

Chairman Green, of the joint commit. 
tee, said conclusions had been reached 
and that the discussion would cone 
tinue today. A report by this joint 
group is expected to be made to the 
ways and means committee about the 
time it begins consideration of the 
new revenue law in executive session, 

Representative Crowther, of New 
York, Republican member of the ways 
and means body, returned yesterday and 
said he would seek reduction of the 
corporation tax and repeal of the 
nuisance taxes. He declared he would 
like to see the corporation tax cut 
to 10 per cent, but doubted if the 
condition of the Treasury would per- 
mit a reduction to that figure.

PERJURY CHARGES FAIL 


Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 25 (A.P.).—Lieut. 
George G. Finch, Army reserve aviator, 
was found guilty by a court-martial 
here today of “reckless” flying and 
using profane language toward enlist- 
ed men, but was acquitted of charges 
of perjury and making a false state- 
ment. 

He was sentenced to forfeit $50 of 
his pay per month for six months. 

The officer, attached to Selfridge 
Field, Mich., was tried in connection 
with his flight over Atlanta May 1, 
when he was alleged to have “endan- 
gered property and lives” by flying 
below the 1,000-foot minimum alti- 
tude prescribed by regulations for 
flights over congested areas. At the 
time he was en route with an air 
squadron from Michigan to Texas, hut 
obtained permission to leave the for- 
mation and circle over Atlanta, his 
home. 

The profanity charge grew out of 
his statements the next day to en- 
listed men who had been detailed to 
care for the squadron’s planes at Cand- 
ler Field here, and who aroused his 
wrath by drawing two planes from 
their hangar with their wings over- 
lapping. This specification accused him 
of conduct unbecoming an officer and 
gentleman in “using violent and pro- 
fane language to the discredit of the 
military service.” 

The charges of perjury and making 
a false statement grew out of his re- 
ports concerning the flight to inves- 
tigating officers. He was acquitted 
last week of a charge of perjury in 


connection with the profanity allega- 
tion.

DRIVEN, WITH PILOT, 
TO PRESIDENT’S HOME 


Planes Join in Greeting to 
Americans, Dropping 
Flowers in Flight. 


Lisbon, Portugal, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—A 
welcome which sounded from land and 
sea and air greeted Ruth Elder and 
her copilot, George Haldeman, when 
the American filers arrived here this 
evening aboard the steamer Lima from 
the Azores, after their bold Atlantic 
flight and dramatic rescue from the 
ocean. 


Airplanes circled over the adventur- 
ous couple, harbor craft swarmed about 


the steamer, while whistles screeched 
greetings and the vast concourse of 
enthusiastic people at the docks and 
in the city streets shouted joyfully, 
welcoming them to the Old World. 

Before debarking, Miss Elder was 
met by Fred Morris Dearing, the Amer- 
ican Minister to Portugal, and the staff 
of the American Legation. 

Maj. Sarmento Beires, the Portuguese 
aviator, who made a flight of the South 
Atlantic, climbed aboard with other 
airmen to extend congratulations to 
the visitors from America. 


Guests at Legation. 


When they had landed they were 
driven to'the house of Gen, Carmona; 
president of the republic, who praised 
their gallantry and expressed delight 
over their rescue and their visit to his 
country. Then the tired but smiling 
Americans were taken to the American 
Legation, which will be their head- 
quarters during their Lisbon stay. 

The American girl appeared very 
happy and touched by the cordiality 
of her welcome. Scores of messages 
from all parts of the world, awaiting 
her arrival, were showered upon her. 
One incident at the-landing moved 
her deeply. 

Breaking through the police cordon, 
a group of students rushed forward 
and spread their cloaks on the ground, 
carpeting the way for the pretty little 
heroine. This brought cheers from the 
admiring crowds, and it was with diffi- 
cfhulty that the pair were rescued and 
hurried off to receive the president's 
greetings. 

All Lisbon. seems to have been await- 
ing the arrival of the girl, whose fame 
had long preceded her. Crowds gathered 
early to glimpse the first. coming of 
the Lima. 

On the bridge of the vessel, when 
it came in view, were Ruth and Halde- 
man. Overhead, escorting planes swung 
easily in the air, among them the 
Heinkel D1220, which soon is to essay 
a transatlantic flight to America. The 
crew of this plane had waited specially 
to pay due homage to the American 
aviators. Ruth watched it in its roar- 
ing flight, and wondered if it would be 
more favored by the fates than her 
own plane, The American Girl. 

Two planes, flying down the river, 
dropped flowers. on the deck of the 
Lima; one hovered low and took pic- 
tures as the: vessel, with the two avia- 
tors on the captain’s bridge, glided 
slowly to its anchorage. 

Ruth still was garbed in her knee 
breeches, and sport sweater, and on her 
head was the jaunty cap of Capt. Gocs 
of the Dutch tanker’ Barendrecht, 
which snatched them from the seas 
several hundred miles from the Azores. 

But it was not until the doctor came 
aboard and gave a clean bill of health 
that the welcoming forces could ap- 
proach the gangway and the aviators 
leave the ship. And the little aviatrix 
looked quite as pretty as she had been 
pictured, with hair windblown and 
cheeks rosy from the breezes of the 
sea. She said she had enjoyed the trip 
greatly, but was glad to be again near 
land 

Will Fly to Madrid. 


Coming ashore, they were greeted 
with.a shouting, scuffling crowd which 
swarmed around them and made land- 
ing difficult. It was a good-natured, 
enthusiastic crowd, whose only desire 
was to get close enough to have a good 
look at the fearless airwoman and air- 
man, But soon the path was cleared, 
and the cheering crowds were left be- 
hind. 

Miss Elder and her co-pilot will 
leave here tomorrow afternoon in a 
Junkers plane for Madrid, it was an- 
nounced tonight.

She will 
be accompanied by Portuguese military 
aviators headed by Maj. Sarmento 
Beires. The trip will be made on the 
invitation of the Royal Spanish Aero 
Club. 

In moving about the deck of the 
Lima recently Ruth suffered a slight 
sprain of her ankle, but it was forgot- 
ten in today’s excitement. She moved 
about with no perceptible limp, and 
made light of it.

Atop Mountain Peak 
on the Riviera. 


CHIEF SAYS MRS. LORD 
WAS COLONY VISITOR 


American Villas Are Reported 
to Be Meeting Places for 
Affiliated Groups. 


Nice, France, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—The re- 
cent killi of Mrs. Marcelle Lord, the 
French wife of Horace W. Lord, of Fall 
River, Mass., by a former officer of the 
Russian imperial guard, Capt. Wences- 
las de Krupfell, and her friendship with 
followers of the Riviera cults, have led 
to startling disclosures unearthed by 
the police and purity organizations. 


Goldberg, a German doctor, from 
Berlin and Duesseldorf, where he spent 
a term of imprisonment, invited a 
group of reporters today to visit his 
“Zarathostra colony,” which is the 
largest on the Riviera. He explained 
that he dg¢sired to quiet public feeling. 
The colony is situated atop one of the 
highest mountains along the Mediter- 
ranean, the peak requiring two hours 
to climb. It is almost inaccessible, ex- 
cept by a goat path, which is guarded 
at the terminus by a watcher. 


Chief Dons Blanket. 


The reporters, guided by a French 
shepherd, climbed the cliffs, and on the 
other side found members of the cult 
naked, sunning themselves. When a 
warning was sounded, children dashed 
in all directions, telling the women 
who were working in the gardens to 
clothe themselves. Goldberg donned a 
moth-eaten blanket to greet his early 
guests. 

In his colony the ratio is two women 
and four children to one man, the to- 
tal numbering 60. Goldberg is known 
throughout Europe for his anarchistic 
views, and he has served time in prison 
in Italy, England and Germany. 

In telling of his colony, the leader 
said: 

“The world is- willing to accept any- 
thing new. We are a group of 50 or 60, 
living as one. We have no money, no 
property, nothing individually, every- 
things belongs to the community. We 
have no marriages and the children no 
names, except sons and daughters of 
the Zarathostra colony. Neither have 
we passports nor identity cards, because 
we have no nationality.” 


Was Colony Visitor. 


Questioned as to Mrs. Lord’s connec- 
tion with the colony, Goldberg said she 
had visited it several times, but had 
never definitely joined. 

The police have been aware of the 
peculiar methods of the colonists, but 
the position on the’ mountain top has 
made surveillance difficult. The colon- 
ists work in the gardens and also in a 
sanitorium owned by the government. 

Public opinion on the Riviera is 
greatly agitated over the disclosures, 
and it is reported that several villas at 
the seaside owned by Americans and 
English have been used as meeting 
places for groups more or less affiliated 
with similar cults. | 

Goldberg, in view of the present agi- 
tation, says he expects to take his col- 
ony to Haiti next year. The colony now 
includes two Czechos, two Spaniards, 
one Pole and five Germans. All ‘the 
women are German and there are a 
few dozen unnamed children.

Strauss, plumbing 
supply dealer, as one of the men who 
on July 8 abducted him from his home 
and flogged him. Conner is on trial 
for alleged violation of the State anti- 
mask law. 

A defense fund for Conner has been 
raised by the First Baptist Church of 
Fort Worth, of which J. Frank Norris, 
fundamentalist leader, is pastor. Dr. 
Norris in numerous sermons has alleged 
that the charge against Conner was 
the result of a conspiracy because 
Conner testified for Norris when the 
minister was on trial for the Slaying 
of D. E. Chipps, lumberman, several 
months ago.

Strauss testified Conner, with an- 
other man, came to his home on the 
night he was whipped and lured him 
outside with a story that a friend had 
been injured in an automobile acci- 
dent. Believing the men to be officers, 
Strauss said he went to an automobile 
with them, where he was seized, taken 
into the country and flogged. Strauss 
said that two weeks later he saw Con- 
ner tn a local hotel restaurant and 
recognized him.

POLITICAL MOVE SEEN 


Buenos Aires, Argentina, Oct. 25 
(A.P.).—The Tangier correspondent of 
La Nacion reports that couriers sent 
to secure information concerning the 
party of Europeans, including the 
nephew of Resident General Steeg, kid- 
naped in Morocco, found that the two 
men were chained by their hands and 
feet, while their two women compan- 
ions were chained by the hands. 

The dispatch says that snow has 
been falling heavily in the region of 
the kidnaping, and, as the prisoners 
were not wearing heavy clothing, they 
are complaining. The party is being 
marched inland by the kidnapers, the 
dispatch ‘says, and it is hoped that the 
snowstorm will keep them from pene- 
trating too far into the wild country 
beyond where the difficulty of reach- 
ing them would be materially increased. 

Disapproval of the kidnaping has 
been expressed by the leading chieftain 
in the region of the kidnaping, the 


dispatch continues, stating that this | 
leader has offered his services to the 
French authorities. The leader of the 
kidnapers is described as a fanatical | 
dissident, and fear for the safety of | 
the party is felt if the ransom negotia- 
tions should fall through. 

Paris, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—A dispatch to 
Le Matin from Rabat, Morocco, says | 
that further and more formidable ob- | 
stacles have arisen to the liberation of 
the kidnaped members of Resident 
General Steeg’s household. 

It is now feared that they have been 
captured by Marabout Si Hocien Ou 
Temga, who dominates the region near 
the Atlas Mountains. In this case their 
release would become a political ques- 
tion and not one of a monetary ran- 
som,

ORDER 10 DesTROY 
BOOKS IN LIBRARY 


Declares Volumes Will Not Be 
Burnt Until Legality 
Is Established. 


REPUDIATES CHARGE 
ON PRESS INFORMATION 


Injunction Plea Hearing Is 
Held Over by Court 
Until November 1. 


Chicago, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—Chicagoans 
today were enabled to take eyes and 
minds off the city’s eastern rim and de- 
vote them to other purposes for at 
least a week without fear they might 
miss seeing a great pyre of public li- 
brary books, a warning to King George 
of England to “keep his sn ot out” of 
affairs of the Nation’s second city. 

The reassurance was sent when Mayor 
William Hale Thompson promised that 
no books would be destroyed until the 
legality of the step had been estab- 
lished. 

Mayor Thompson, in a letter to Sam- 
uel Ettelson, corporation counsel, which 
was read in court, said he had at no 
time ordered the “burning of anything” 
and he thought that no injunction 
should be issued ‘‘on anything I never 
intended.” 

Basing his petition upon informa- 
tion supplied to him through the pub- 
lic prints, Edward J. Bohag, an attor- 
ney, demanded immediate issuance of 
an injunction to prevent destruction of 
all public library books found to con- 
tain a pro-British or anti-American 
taint. It was then that Mayor Thomp- 
son’s letter was read. ‘ 

“My letter to Mr. Hermann instructed 
him to check up on pro-British and 
anti-American literature in the public 
library and report to me,” it said 
“There was no suggestion about burn- 
ing anything. I would like for Mr. 
Ettelson to bring this out emphatically 
in court. I don’t think there should 
be an injunction issued on anything 
I never intended.” 

It was recalled that from Mayor 
Thompson’s promise to oust William 
McAndrew, superintendt of Chicago’s 
public school system and throw out 
several textbooks termed as pro-Brit- 
ish by the mayor it was but a step 
to the proposed censorship of the 
shelves of the public library. 

With this in mind, Mayor Thompson 
called upon U. J. (“Sport”) Herrmann, 
library commissioner, theater owner 
and former bill poster and stage hand, 
to “check” up on the library. It seemed, 
however, that the proposed burning 
of the guilty volumes originated with 
and first was voiced by Herrmann. 

Full hearing could not be given the 
injunction plea today, so, upon the 
mayor’s assurance of no destruction of 
books immediately, the hearing was 
put over until mext Tuesday.

Writ Is Denied Former Klan

ANOTHER APPEAL PENDING 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 26 (A.P.).— 
Another. legal opening by which D. C. 
Stephenson hoped to gain freedom from 


a life sentence in prison was closed 
today when the Indiana Supreme Court 
affirmed the action of a lower court in 
refusing to free the famous convict on 
a writ of habeas corpus. 

By unanimous vote the State’s high- 
est tribunal upheld the opinion of 
Judge Harry L. Crumpacker that the 
Laporte circuit court lacked jurisdic- 
tion. The supreme court recognized 
the Laporte Circuit Court as a court of 
coordinate jurisdiction and lacking the 
authority to review the proceedings of 
the Hamilton Circuit Court, in which 
Stephenson was convicted. 

The former grand dragon of the Ku 
Klux Klan sought his release on a writ 
of habeas corpus on the contention 
that he had not been legally tried and 
convicted in the Hamilton Circuit Court 
in November, 1925. He based the alle- 
gation on the fact that the clerk of the 
Marion County Criminal Court had 
failed to sign the transcript and change 
of venue. 

Stephenson, who was sentenced to 
life imprisonment for the murder of 
Miss Madge Oberhbdltzer, an Indianapo- 
lis girl, has another appeal pending in 
the Supreme Court from the conviction 
in the Hamilton court. More than 900 
alleged errors are listed in that appeal. 

Stephenson has made two other un- 
successful attempts to gain his release 
from the prison at Michigan City in 
recent months, Gov. Ed. Jackson, whom 
he declared he had helped win the gov- 
ernorship in the last election, declined 
to grant him a 90-day parole on the 
recommendation of the prison board of 
trustees. A suit similar to the one de- 
cided today also was lost in the United 
States District Court at South Bend re- 
cently and attorneys are working on 
an appeal. 


MRS. KNAPP DENIES 
STATE FUNDS WASTE 


Throws Blame on State for 
Failing to Authorize Money 
to Complete Work. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Oct. 25 (A.P.).— 
Mrs. Florence E. 8. Knapp, former 
secretary of state, tonight made public 
the first of a series of affidavits in 
which she will present her side of the 
investigation now being conducted at 
Albany into her supervising of the 
1925 State census. 

Allegations made in the original re- 
port of the Cities’ Census Committee, 
Inc., of New York, that she had em- 
ployed persons who did no work on 
the census, that she had burned of- 
ficial State census records and that she 
had wasted State funds by making 
illegal appointments, were flatly denied 
by Mrs. Knapp in her first affidavit. 

“As a matter of fact,” she declared, 
“in a fair investigation it will be shown 
that I did a good piece of work, and 
that the only waste was the failure 
of the State to appropriate the com- 
paratively small sum of monéy re- 
quired to finish the work. 

“I emphatically deny that I ever 
knowingly. permitted any person to be 
on my pay rolls who did not work,” 
she said. 


POLICE GUARD SCENE 


OF BLEACHERS CRASH 


Prevent Removal of Timbers | 


Pending Inspection by 
Grand Jury. 


Richmond, Va., Oct, 25 (A.P.)-—-A 
special police guard was detailed to- 
day to prevent removal of timbers from 
the ruins of the bleachers at Mayo 
Island Park which may be inspected 
by 2a special hustings court grand jury, 
called to investigate the crash Satur- 
day that injured more than 100 spec- 
tators. 

Judge Kirk Mathews, of Hustings 
court, stated that the selection of the 
jury panel would be made carefully 
with a view to obtaining men con- 
versant with problems such as that 
involved in the crash. Mayor J. Ful- 
mer Bright, who directed a personal in- 
vestigation yesterday, announced that 
he was in full accord with Judge 
Mathews’ plan for a special grand jury. 

Twenty persons were still being treat- 
ed in Richmond's hospitals today as 
the result of the crash. None was ex- 
pected to die, although six were still 
reported in a “serious condition.”

OFFICE IN MEXICO CITY 


Cordial Reaction Among Citi- 
zens Aroused by Personality 
of Ambassador. 


ENVOY TO SEE CALLES 


Mexico City, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—In an 
atmosphere of warm cordiality, al- 
though it was a purely formal diplo- 
matic occasion, Dwight W. Morrow, the 
new American Ambassador, estabished 
his first official contact with the Mexi- 
can government at 11:30 o’clock this 
morning, when, accompanied by Arthur 
Schoenfeld, Counsellor of the Embassy, 
he called on Senor Estrada at the 
foreign office. 

The acting foreign minister expressed 
great pleasure, both personally and for 
the Mexican government, in welcoming 
Mr. Morrow to Mexico. The Ambassa- 
dor replied that he appreciated exceed- 
ingly the kind gentiments and that it 
was @ great pleasure for him to be in 
Mexico. 

All the high officials of the foreign 
office were called in by Senor Estrada 
to meet the Ambassador. The recep- 
tion lasted about 10 minutes, and Mr. 
Schoenfeld presented a formal note re- 
questing an appointment for the Am- 
bassador with President Calles. 

The president probably will receive 
the Ambassador next week. Until then 
Mr. Schoenfeld will act as charge d’af- 
faires.

Given $341,751, Says Aiken. 


For example, the Government has,

shadowy *laims” with no substance and 
having no value. Replying to a qucs- 
tion by Atlee Pomerene, who took an 
active part In the proceedings for the 
first time yesterday, Aiken said he hac | 
so far received $341,751.59 in payment 
of these claims and there appeared to 
be nothing frothy or shadowy about, 
$341,000. 

Then, under cross-examination, Aiken | 
emphasized the faith he had in the 
claims, despite repeated objections by | 
Roberts and Pomerene. And Martin | 
W. Littleton, of Sinclair counsel, ob- 
tained from this witness the flat state- 
men that he had had no intention of 
asking the Government for a lease of 
the reserve, which statement caused 
the evaporation of the contention that 
Sinclair negotiations with the Govern- 
ment or with Fall caused Alken to 
abandon his bid for the lease, thereby | 
excluding competition. 

Even the last Government witness, | 
Edwin 8. Booth, former Solicitor of the | 
Interior Department, folloved the, 
precedent of starting out as an asset | 
to the prosecution and winding up 4s | 
an asset to the defense. 

Under direct examination Booth sald, | 
in deep, if not mournful, tone, that | 
he had never been asked for an opin- | 
ion about the legality of Harding’s ex- | 
ecutive order of May 31, 1921, making | 
the Interior Department a sort of agent | 
for the Navy Department in the manh-| 
agement of oil leases on the naval re- | 
serves. He likewise said, in deep tones, | 
he had not been asked for an opinion | 
about the Teapot Dome lease and had | 
nothing to do with the lease, As he 
was Solicitor in the Interior Depart- 
ment, the Government naturally felt 
gratified over this testimony, as it 
might be construed as indicating some- 
thing unusual. 


Away at Time, Says Booth. 


But, under cross-examination, Booth 
said he was not in Washington on May 
31, 1921, when the Harding executive 
order was signed, so that it would have 
been difficult for him to have been con- 
sulted about it. And the witness was 
then permitted to answer a question 
by George P. Hoover, of Sinclair coun- 
sel, as to whether there was anything 
unusual in the fact that First Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior E. C. Finney, 
himself a lawyer and Booth’s superior 
officer, had not asked for Booth’s opin- 
ion. 

Roberts and Pomerene strove valiant- 
ly to keep the witness’ answer back 
At one time both Roberts and Pomerene 
made simultaneous objections but 
Booth got his answer in to the effect 
that there was nothing unusual in 
Finney’s not submitting the matter to 
him and that this was purely a matter 
of discretion with Finney, his superior 
officer. 

Proceedings in court and incidents 
outside the courtroom punctuated yes- 
terday’s developments. An increasing 
number of smartly dressed women were 
noted in the seats set aside for privi- 
leged spectators. The two young 
women jurors, Mrs. Annela L. Bailey, 
in becoming green, and Miss Bernice 
Heaton in a ight brown frock that 
matched the color of her bobbed hair, 
were special objects of interest to the 
women visitors, this being the first 
time that women have served on a jury 
in an important case in the District of 
Columbia. 


Fall Interrupts Hearing. 


Secretary Fall intervened momentar- 
ily in the proceedings at the morning 
session but it was only to state that he 
did not object to the admission of cer- 
tain testimony which Hoover, of Sin- 
clair counsel, was objecting to as a 
matter of law. No friction between 
Sinclair and Fall counsel was involved 
though spectators at first interpreted 
th- incident as reflecting such dis- 
agreement. 

Ambrose was being asked by Roberts, 
im redirect examination, if the so- 
called first Wall Creek sand on the Tea- 

t Dome saddle did not contain water 
nstead of oil. Ambrose had previously 
testified that the second Wall Creek 
sand contained oil, which meant that 
the saddle was subject tu drainage. If 
water and not oil had been found in 
the saddle it would have meant that 
the oil from the Salk Creek field would 
have been cut off from the « on the 
reserve by the water, which forms a 
natural barrier against drainage. 

Hoover, on. cross-examination, had 
confined himself to elicting testimony 
about the oil in the second Wall Creek, 
and therefore objected, as a matter of 
law, to Roberts’ attempt to bring in the 
first Wall Creek. In other words, 
Hoover was regarding the question from 
the legal standpoint, but Fall wanted 
all possible information about the lease 
to be made known and it is also under- 
stood that Fall was desirous of hav- 
ing the witness show that the first Wall 
Creek contained water because of other 
testimony which may later indicate 
that the oil had been all drained away, 
leaving water in this locality. 

“We object to ¢he question,” said 
Hoover, “because it is not proper cross-

Fall Speaks for Leahy.

Roosevelt Testimony Outlined. 


In his testimony Roosevelt will say 
that Secretary of the Navy Denby 
handed him the.draft of the proposed 
Harding executive order two weeks or 
ten days before it was signed. He, with 
others, worked on a revision of the 


draft as a result of which certain 
changes were made, after which Roose- 
velt took the order directly to Secre- 
tary Fall. 

He later took various drafts to Secre- 
tary Denby and the latter agreed to a 
modification whereby the Navy should 
retain control. Denby said, “If you can 
get Fall to agree to this modification, it 
will be all right with me.” He took the 
order with the modification to Fall, who 
agreed to it, and he then took it to 
Harding, who signed it. He had no per- 
sonal contact, he has said, with the 
Teapot Dome contract of April 7 or the 
Pan-American contract of April 25. 
The war plans division of the Navy 
contemplated the erection of approxi- 
mately 45,000,000 barrels of reserve oil 
tankage, Roosevelt will testify, at a cost 
of $67,500,000 for the actual tankage. 
Roosevelt is expected to describe his 
talks with Denby over the wording of 
the executive order and to express his 
belief that the Interior Department 
rather than the Navy Department 
should participate in the leases, for the 
reason that the Interior Department 
had people who knew all about oi! 
wells, &c.,.while the Navy was not 
possessed of the same skill and experi- 
ence. 
were going to be leased for offset drill- 
ing to cope with drainage, about which 
there had been general discussion. 

Defense counsel are anxious to get 
Roosevelt's testimony on these matters 
before the jury, but if the Government 
does not ask about them it will be dif- 
ficult for the facts to be brought out in 
cross-examination. It is possible, there- 
fore, that Roosevelt may later be called 
as a defense witness, depending on 
whether or not today’s direct examina- 
tion goes into such questions as the 
Navy war plans, the $6, 000,000 barrels 
of oil, &c. 

Frank E. Kistler, who was president 
of the Producers & Refiners Corpora- 
tion of Wyoming until November 7, 
1921, will take the stand and explain 
the ‘steps he took to get a lease on 
Teapot Dome, His company was con- 
sidering making a bid on the lease, he 
will state, but was discouraged from 
doing 60. 

John C, Shaffer, publisher of a num- 
ber of newspapers and in the grain 
business, who resides at Evanston, III. 
will explain that he was interested in 
the Marland Oil Co., which owns some 
land on the western ridge of Teapot 
Dome, He will say that he understood 
from Fall that he would have an op- 
portunity to put in an application for 
some of the reserve land when Teapot 
Dome was opened up. Correspondence 
between Shaffer on the one hand and 
Denby, Fall, Finney and Sinclair will 
be introduced. 

A. L, Beaty, president of the Texas 
Co., will testify he wanted to make a 
proposition to Fall for the lease. He 
told Fall he wanted to talk about it 
and Fall told him he had the leasing 
of the Dome under consideration. Fall 
further said he had a proposition from 
Sinclair which was satisfactory, 
nevertheless he would be glad to have 
Beaty’s company submit a proposition 

Birch Helms, vice president of the 
Texas-Pacific Coal & Oil Co. in 1922, 
will testify he was interested in the 
Teapot Dome lease and called on 
Roosevelt and Finney regarding it. 


Pomerene Examines Booth. 


Pomerene’s direct examination of 
Booth, which preceded cross-examina- 
San. by Hoover and Leahy, was as fol- 
ows:

Zevely Deposition Read. 


The deposition of the late J. W 
Zevely, of counsel for Sinclair, was 
read to the jury by Pomerene. Zevely 
described the visit of Sinclair to Fall’s 
ranch at Three Rivers, N. Mex., thereby 
shedding further light on this question, 
which is involved in the testimony 
which Sinclair gave before the Senate 
committee on public lands on Decem- 
ber 4, 1923. Zevely’s statement, Little- 
ton’s opening statement to the jury 
in this trial and Sinclair’s testimony 
before the Senate committee all cover 
the same ground and virtually cover 
the same facts. Justice Siddons has 
not yet ruled on the matter of letting 
in Sinclair’s Senate testimony. Here is 
Zevely’s reference to the visit, as it 
appears in the deposition, and was 
taken from the Cheyenne trial: 


“By Mr. Roberts: 
“Q@. About December 31, 1921, did 
you go yourself with Mr. Sinclair? 


—A. Yes, sir. 

“Q. Where did you visit together? 
—A. He went to Three Rivers, N. Mex., 
the home of Mr. Fall, then Secretary 
of the Interior. 

“Q@. I understand that was on some 
business connected with some Indian 
leases? A. Yes; the Osage Indian 


“Q@. While there do you’ know 
whether the subject of the lease of 
Teapot Dome was mentioned? A. I 
am not sure that it was mentioned in 
my presence, but I think inquiry was 
made of Secretary Fall as to whether 
he would lease Teapot Dome.” 


Sinclair Lawyer Called. 


G. T. Stanford, of Sinclair counsel, 
was called yesterday as a Government 
witness and asked questions as to how 
the Mammoth Oil Co. was organized, 
its stock shares, etc, A legal battle 
between opposing counsel occurred 
over reading the minutes of a meeting 
of the Sinclair Consolidated Oil Cor- 
poration held on September 29, 1922. 
On that occasion Sinclair had proposed 
to the directors that he exchange a 
certain number of shares of the Mam- 
moth Oil Co. for shares in the Sin- 
clair Consolidated. 

Pomerene argued that the minutes 
should be read, as they.showed the val- 
ue which Sinclair placed on the Teapot 
Dome lease. Justice Siddons ruled in 
his favor, but later, when Pomerene 
wanted to read an attached report of 
the special committee of the ‘board of 
directors appointed to consider and re- 
port upon Sinclair’s offer, Justice Sid- 
dons ruled against Pomerene. There 
was nothing to show, as a matter of 
law. that Sinclair had any connection 
with this report or that he ever saw it 
As a@ matter of fact it developed that 
Sinclair did not attend the meeting of 
the board of directors, and it turned out 
that there was nothing in the minutes 
bearing on Sinclair’s idea of the value 
of Teapot Dome.

Ambrose Cross-Examined. 


Hoover’s cross-examination of Am- 
brose, which the defense regards as 
transforming the witness from a Gov- 
ernment asset to an asset for the de- 
fense, was as follows:

Circuit Court Upholds 
Rejection of Oil Claim 


St. Louis, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—A decision 
upholding the Wyoming District Court 
in overruling the claim of Patrick Sul- 
livan to lease rights on aw Teapot 
Dome naval oil reserve, handed 
down here today by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Sullivan had sued the Mammoth Oil 
Co., an interest backed by Harry F. Sin- 
clair, contending his right to the lease 
was prior to that of the Mammoth 


The Appellate Court held, as did the 
District Court, that since the Mam- 
moth had no lease rights, under a 
previous court decision, neither did 
Sullivan, and that he could have ob- 
tained lease rights only by recourse to 
the Department of the Interior. 

In the trial at Washington of Sin- 
clair and Albert B. Fall, former Secre- 
tary of the Interior, testimony was given 
yesterday that Sinclair interests bought 
up many “cat and dog” claims to the 
Teapot Dome property for the purpose 
the Government contends, of keeping 
the holders of minor claims from re- 
vealing the granting of the oil lease 
to Sinclair. 

Sullivan is a wealthy stockman and 
oil operator of Casper, Wyo., and was 
a Republican national committeeman 
when he filed the suit in December. 
1922.

The Nation as a whole desires to share in 
the creation of its Capital. It would be un- 
natural if it did not. A few congressmen, 
however, whose first thought is to impress 
their constituencies at no matter what cost, 
and who realize that a reputation for zealous 
guardianship of public funds means much at 
the: polls, have willfully beclouded the local 
Situation. Washington is not, as they would 
have their constituency believe, a parasite de- 
manding much and giving little. Washington 
taxpayers do not profit from the Federal 
Treasury. On the contrary, they are carrying 
part of the load that should be borne by the 
Government. 

Commissioner Dougherty has done well to 
bring this matter to the attention of such an 
influential body. May its members take the 
doctrine as their own and preach it through- 
out the country! Those who have the interests 
of the Capital at heart would do well to em- 
brace every opportunity to tell the facts to 
ail American citizens.

GRAPE JUICE. 


California has begun the harvest of what 
has become its second greatest crop—dgrapes. 
This year the crop will be the greatest in its 
history. More than 50,000 carloads, of which 
30,000 will be of the “‘juice” variety, will be 
shipped out, according to estimates of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. “In 1919 California 
had planted about 322,000 acres of grapes. 
This year the acreage has increased to 622,000, 
of which 167,000 acres are devoted to produc- 
tion of “juice” grapes, 145,000 acres to table 
grapes and the remainder to those of the raisin 
variety. Down in the hot, dry interior valleys 
of the State, producers will collect this year 
something like $25,000,000. 

When prohibition went into effect the wine 
grape growers of California thought they fore- 
saw immediate ruin. Their hue and cry was 
heard throughout the country, and during the 
first two years of prohibition, when enforce- 
ment was poorly organized and preprohibition 
stocks were sufficient to care for the demand, 
it looked as though their fears were coming 
true. Immediately thereafter, however, condi- 
tions took a sudden turn for the better, and 
grapes, acreage and prices increased by leaps 
and bounds. 

It is not strange that the demand for all 
classes of grapes has increased. Those of the 
raisin variety can be used in a pinch for the 
manufacture of certain kinds of ‘“‘grape juice,” 
and even the table variety, while not quite so 
good, can be put in-a press for squeezing. The 
American appetite for grape juice has no limit, 
and the older the juice the keener the appetite. 
William J. Bryan’s appreciation of delightful 
and wholesome grape juice is shared by his 
countrymen at the ratio of at least 16 to 1.

McMullen to state his preference as between 
Lowden and Senator Norris, of Nebraska; an 
apparently hypothetical question, but not to 
a man who is governor of the State which 
senator Norris also represents. 

The controversy between Senator Borah and. 
(cov. MeMullen is not likely to be the only 
one that will grow out of the most recent con- 
version of the great Idahoan,. It is only nat- 
ural for some of those with whom he would 
now associate himself to wonder whether he 
is indulging in another passing fancy or 
whether his new allegiance ts for keeps. 


UNCLE SAM’S SPEAK-EASY. 
Once again evidence is furnished that Uncle 
Sam is not worth his salt as a business man. 


Hivery one believes that the trade of the 
bootlegger is a profitable~one, and if the op- 
crations of a speak-easy are not equally profit- 
able it stands to reason that those who engage 
in the occupation would quit and devote their 
talents to more lucrative business. But the 
official speak-easy operated by Uncle Sam 
shows an unsatisfactory balance sheet. : 

Some months ago Mr. Bielaski, acting for 
and with the consent of the prohibition unit, 
and for the purpose of “obtaining evidence’’ 
of the violation of the Volstead law, opened 
to the public a well-appointed speak-easy in 
New York City. Apparently the establishment 
was well patronized from the start, and the 
patrons, of whom there were many, naturally 
assumed that the place was conducted on a 
paying basis. But that supposition is without 
the slightest basis of foundation. Instead of 
being a ‘‘wow,”’ which is New York vernacular 
for a big success, it turns out to have been a 
very expensive ‘“‘flop,’”’ in that same Manhattan 
patois. 

Representative La Guardia, of New York, is 
preparing to report to the House his findings 
in this transaction. He has discovered that 
the Bielaski establishment cost the Govern- 
ment $44,886.37 last year, which is sufficient 
to demonstrate that the Government is not 
fitted to conduct a retail business, even the 
profitable business of selling bootleg booze. 

Senator Norris should consult -Representa- 
tive La Guardia before insisting that the Gov- 
ernment should operate power plants. 


J N NEW YORK STATE. 


The election in New York State next month 
will decide the fate of a number of proposed 
amendments to the constitution. 

Several of these are-.of utmost importance 
to the future of the State. The first requires 
the governor to submit to the legislature a 
budget containing a complete plan of-proposed 
State expenditures and estimated revenues. 
This proposal to adopt the budget system was 
supported by both parties in the last legisla- 
ture and it is expected that the electorate will 
approve the change by.a substantia] majority. 

Amendment No. 2 relates to the increase 
allowed to be made in the municipal debts of 
New York, Buffalo and Rochester. It might 
appear that the voters of those cities should 
be permitted to control their own financial 
affairs, but the State has wisely set a limit on 
the indebtedness that may be incurred. While 
extraordinary cases may arise wherein the 
conditions existing would appear to make it 
desirable to permit a greater debt, there is 
fear that a bad precedent would be established 
by approving such an amendment. 

The third proposal is designed to relieve 
the towns from the cost of the abolition of 
railroad grade crossings, and divides that cost 
among the railroads, the State and the coun- 
ties. The amendment is certain to receive the 
hearty support of the rural communities, for 
as the law stands at present some of the town- 
ships in which there are many grade crossings 
will be bankrupted if compelled to stand the 
whole cost. ? 

The proposal to make the term of the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor four years in- 
stead of two has led to a very hot contrpversy. 
This is due to the provision which makes the 
gubernatorial election contemporaneous with 
the presidential campaign. Gov. Smith wants 
the State election held in nonpresidential 
years, and his opposition may, and probably 
will, result in the defeat of the proposal. 


LLOYD GEORGE BACK AGAIN. 


Mr. Lloyd George is back in the center of the 
British political stage.. His period of subsi- 
dence, which began when the Bonar Law -gov- 
ernment superseded the coalition in 1923, ap- 
pears to be about over. Recent events have 
breathed new life into the Liberal party. The 
Earl of Oxford, who for so long led one fac- 
tion of the Liberals against those who clung 
to Lloyd George, has abdicated. The latter 
has released $1,500,000 of the party: funds, 
which always remained in his possession, for 
use in the next general election. Most impor- 
tant of all, the liberals have found an issue—_ 
disarmament—handed to them by the “die 
hards” of the Conservative government, 

Mr. Lloyd George is not slow to seize the 
opportunity. The fact that his followers. oc- 
cupy less than 40 seats in the tee oe

The unrest in Britain may be water on the 
Liberal wheel, but British conservatism dies 
hard, indeed, and it is not yet evident that 
Mr. Lloyd George will be able to obtain any- 
thing tangible in return for the expendituré 
of his big slush fund. 


PAN-AMERICAN COMMERCE. 
Considerable interest has been manifest in 
this country and South America over the 


progress of the meetings of the Pan-American | 


Commission on the Simplification and Stand- 
ardization of Consular Procedure. The com- 
mission convened here October 10. Immedi- 
ately. it set about the task of drafting recom- 
mendations for reform of shipping documents 
and procedure with the view of stimulating 
commerce between the 21 American republics, 
through removing so far as possible all arti- 
ficial restrictions. 

Standardization and simplified procedure 
have done much for American industry. They 
can do just as much for Pan-Ameérican com- 
merce. Widely diverse forms of consular 
invoices; insistence upon varying systems of 
weights and measures; uncertainty in com- 
puting the currencies of the countries of 
these and other mat- 
ters have served to complicate commerce, and 
have created an impediment to its flow. About 
two weeks ago the commission took a ten-day 
recess to give its drafting committee time to 
whip its resolutions into shape. Monday it re- 
convened and adopted a number of resolutions 
designed to create better shipping facilities. 

The resolutions will be suggested a basis for 
a convention’ to secure greater uniformity. 
They will be submitted through the Pan 
American Union to the interested governments, 
which in turn are expected to instruct their 
delegates to the sixth internationa] conference 
of American states, which will meet at Havana 
January 18, 1928, how to act thereupon. 

The commission has performed a difficult 
task well, the final effect of which will not be- 
come apparent: until after the meeting next 
January. Whether or not the governments 
concerned will. carry through the plan for 
corsular simplification remains to be seen. 
Nothing, however, could be of greater benefit 
to trade and commerce, and it would be a pity 
should national selfishness or lack of vision 
prevent the successful fruition of a work so 
auspiciously and ably begun. 


COTTON AND CABBAGE. 


Better control of crop surplus is necessary 


for the cotton grower, according to Represent- 
ative Black, of Texas, who points to the fact 
that in 1925 a cotton crop of 16,100,000 bales 
brought to the grower about $500,000,000 
more than a crop of 18,000,000 bales fetched 
in 1926. From this Mr. Black, with unusual 
perspicacity, reaches the conclusion that the 
grower is penalized for. producing more of a 
commodity than the market will absorb. Of 
course, in the mind of the Texas congressman 
there is only one way out of the dilemma, and 
that is for the Government to step in and ‘‘con- 
trol the surplus.’’ Mr. Black has further 
reached the conclusion that the moribund 
Haugen-McNary bill must be doped into vital- 
ity so that it may serve to hold such portion 
of the crop as exceeds the requirements of the 
domestic and export trade until the cotton 
planter can force the price up to the figure 
that may look attractive to him. 

There are indications that other representa- 
tives and senators from the agricultural West 
are getting ready to join the Texan in his 
efforts to revitalize the ‘“‘relief’’ bill that bears 
the hyphenated name. 

As that measure was passed in the last Con- 
gress, and vetoed by the President, it provided 
for stimulation of prices in only a few of the 
recognized farm ‘“‘staples,’””’ among which were 
not found either potatoes or cabbages. For 
the farmers in some sections of the country 
who plant 10 to 50 acres to the homely cab- 
bage, that essential raw material in the pro- 
duction of sauerkraut or cole slaw, the cab- 
bage head is just as much of a staple as is 
the cotton boll in the South. Also potatoes in 
Maine and Colorado, to say’ nothing of Idaho 
and the Eastern Sho’ of Maryland and Virginia, 
are as important in the economy of the indi- 


vidual farmer ad is the corn crop of Nebraska’ 


or Iowa. 

The market price of potatoes on the farms 
is today very much lower than it was a year 
ago, and iess than 25 per cent of the price of 
But when one con- 
siders cabbage it will be seen that the grower 
in the cabbage district is up against a situation 
far more serious. Within the last decade cab- 
bages reached a figure approximating $60 per 
ton. Quotations on Monday last at Rochester, 
N. Y., the heart of the cabbage belt, were: 
“Cabbage, Copenhagen, per ton, $4 to $5; 
cabbage, Danish, $7.”

The Federal Trade Commission has 
authorized a trade practice conference 
of the golf ball industry upon the sug- 
gestion of the industry itself, comments 
the Gary Post-Tribune. The commis- 
sion proposes to take the golf ball in- 
dustry apart to see what makes the 
engine knock. 

Investigation by the commission re- 
veals that in some quarters of the golf 
ball industry there are objections to 
such practices as payment of yearly 
salaries to professional players that they 
may travel over the country and play 
the golf ball of a particular manufac- 
turing or marketing company. 

It is also claimed that there is a prac- 
tice of paying special prize money to 
professional golfers who win matches 
by the company whose ball has been 
played by the winning player. This, 
and giving players free balls, constitute 
a heinous offense, in the mind of the 
Federal trade body, it is said. 

We have heard of commercialized 
baseball, commercialized football and 
commercialized horseshoe pitching, but 
this is the first time the ancient and 
honorable game of golf has been 
dragged into the mire. It may come to 
pass that one can not swing the mashie 
without assuring oneself that the name 
of the maker is securely imbedded in 
the ball.

President of Association Also 
Urges Tolerance Regard- 
ing Views of Others. 


FOREIGN INVESTMENTS 
SAID TO CONCERN ALL 


Pay Roll Robbers Said to Have 
Netted $2,000,000 in 
Six Months. 


Houston, Tex., Oct. 25 (A.P.)—-A na- 
tional need for a general revival of tol- 
erance—a belief in something beyond 
ourselves and faith in the destiny of 
life—was sounded by Melvin A. Traylor, 
of Chicago, president, at the general 
convention of American bankers here 
today. He cited America’s position to 
become the custodian of the world’s 
credit supply, referred to foreign in- 
vestments as becoming a concern of 


every man, banker and investor, and 
expressed no alarm over taxation. 

His advice as to what the country 
i most needed, individually and as a 
| people, then was described as a “fresh 
baptism of faith and tolerance for the 
views and acts of others.” 

With tolerance and faith, he said, “it 
will not matter what our lives are, for 
we can live them finely.” The presi- 
dent’s annual address was the principal 
subject before the bankers’ single ses- 
sion today. Group meetings, in con- 
junction with the convention, heard 
views on State income taxation, clear- 
ing house examinations, the bank ban- 
dit problem, and other questions of 
concern to the.banking fraternity. 


Foreign Investments Discussed. 


Discussing America’s $12,000,000,000 
private capital investment in foreign 
countries, President Traylor told his 
audience of more than 3,000 bankers, 
many bankers dismissed the subject 
with the idea that it was Wall Street’s 
problem. 

“Let me remind you, however,” he 
said, “that it is daily brought to the 
door step of every banker and every in- 
vestor in the country through the 
domesitc sale of these securities to your 
depositors who are paying for them 
with deposits from your bank. Wheth- 
er you will or not you are becoming in- 
terested in every venture, of whatever. 
character and wherever in the world lo- 
cated, the securities of which are find- 
ing lodgment in your community and 
with your people.” 

John R. Downing, of Louisville, Ky., 
addressing the clearing house section 
of the Bankers’ Association, asserted 
pay-roll bandits in the first six monhts 
of this year got more than $2,000,000 in 
loot and killed more than a score of 
messengers. 

Consequently, he said, it has been 
found that banks favor substitution of 
checks for cash in paying wage earners. 
“It means more work for the bank,” he 
said, “but diminishes the hazard of life 
and money.” Mr. Downing advocated 
extension of the system of clearing 
house examinations, now in operation 
in 33 cities, to include counties because 
it had demonstrated its efficiency. Su- 
pervision that prevents bank failures, 
he declared, “is definitely more valuable 
to sotckholders, depositors and the gen- 
eral public than any political scheme 
so-called State guarantee of liquidation 
after failure. The one is preventive in 
its nature; the other merely a post mor- 
tem process which may reveal what the 
bank died of but will not restore it to 
life.” 

State Tax Advocated. 


| §peaking before the national bank 
division meeting, Thornton Cook, of 
Kansas City, chairman of the commit- 
tee on State taxation, advocated State 
income taxation “as the ideal way out 
of conflict between State and Federal 
laws” on bank taxes. More States 
ought, he thought, “to welcome this 
just plan of bank taxation and so avoid 
the litigation that banks in so many 
States will otherwise be compelled to 
undertake to overcome the injustice oi 
unequal assessments under the general 
property tax.” 

The duplicate borrower was criticized 
in the report of the clearing house 
committee to the clearing house sec- 
tion. He “threatens the basis of good 
banking,” the report said, and showed 
instances where 263 customers had 
borrowed from three banks, a lesser 
number from a larger number of banks, 
and finally one customer had borrowed 
from nine banks, which “should qualify 
him as an expert in financial legerde- 
main.” 

Extension of credit bureaus would do 
much to cure such practices, the com- 
mittee said, and would prove “a valu- 
able public service in the interest of 
better and safer banking.”

Women Advised on Wills. 


Women were urged to be careful in 
drawing up their wills in an address 
by Miss Mary J. Winfree, of Washing- 
ton, before the National Association of 
Bank Women today. 
“No other legal document is so im- 
portant,” she said. “Use words that 
can not be misunderstood, but can be 
carried into effect without dispute or 
litigation. 
| “In a will as nowhere else during 
the lives of individuals do all the hu- 
man infirmities stand revealed in 
their nakedness, and nowhere else do 
the hallowed and saintly virtues of 
common lives stand forth as in the 
musty records of the probate court. 
All the human passions find expression; 
ambition and pride, avarice and chari- 
ty, love and hate, saintly benevolences 
-jand malignant hate.” 
“It is only after a testator is dead 
and can not explain,” Miss Winfree 
added, “that. @ will takes effect.”

FARRELL WILL SUCCEED 
GARY, 13 PRECIGTION 


Election, However, Is Not Ex- 
pected Before Return 
of J. P. Morgan. 


STARTED IN MILL AT 15 


New York, Oct. 25 (A.P.)—Chotice of 
James A. Farrell, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation as 
chairman of the board in succession to 


Elbert H. Gary is predicted by B. C. 
Forbes in the current issue of Forbes’ 
Magazine. 

This statement, which came on the 
eve of the first quarterly meeting to- 
day. of the corporation’s directorate 
since Mr. Gary’s death, was considered 
in well-informed steel quarters to be 
in line with Wall street reports widely 
cjrculated since August 15, from which 
time Mr. Farrell has presided at the 
weekly meetings of the steel corpora- 
tion’s finance committee. 

FFormal selection of Mr. Farrell was 
not expected at today’s meeting, how- 
ever, in view of statements by him and 
by Percival Roberts, jr., director and 
member of the finance committee, and 
the failure of the directors to act to- 
day occasioned no surprise. 

Mr. Farrell, at his home in South 
Norwalk, Conn., said he une«erstood 
there would be no action as to the se- 
lection of a successor to Mr. Gary until 
the November meeting of the board of 
directors. Mr. Roberts was quoted as 
declaring no change had been made in 
the executive personnel of the corpora- 
tion. 

The determination of the directors 
to take no present action is associated 
in some quarters with the fact that J. 
P. Morgan, a member of the board, is 
still abroad. His return to New York is 
set for next month. 

The rise of the new steel head from 
the ranks of the laborers is told in Mr. 
Forbes’ article, Mr. Farrell entered a 
wire mill at New Haven, Conn., as a 
laborer when he was 15. Before he was 
21, he was foreman in charge of 300 
men at the Pittsburgh Oliver Wire Co. 
He was advanced to salesman, three 
years later became sales Manager, and 
at 30 was general manager of the or- 
ganization. 

When the United States SteelCorpo- 
ration was organized, Mr. Farrell, as 
president from 1903 to 1910 of .the 
United States Steel Products Co., gave 
his service to the developmént of the 
foreign end of the former concern. 

On recommendation of Henry Clay 
Frick and the Elder J. P..Morgan in 
1910, Mr. Farrell was made president of 
the parent organization, a position he 
has held for the last seventeen years. -

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INDIANA GOURT DENIES 
APPEAL OF ORY LEADER 


Action Clears Way for Gilli- 
‘om’s Plea to Increase Shu- 
maker’s Sentence. 


MAY CALL IN SENATORS 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 25 (A,P.).— 
The Indiana Supreme Court today 
overruled a motion by Dr. E. 8S. Shu- 
maker, superintendent of the Indiana 
Antisaloon League, to make more spe- 
cific charges by Arthur L. Gilliom, at- 
torney general, in his move to increase 
the sentence imposed on the dry leader 
for contempt of court. ' 

The decision was announced without 
comment. The court previously had 


overruled a motion by Shumaker’s at- 
torneys to strike out Gilliom’s petition 
for increase of sentence, and today’s 
ruling removed the last countermotion 
clearing the way for direct considera- 
tion of Gilliom’s motion. 

The move to increase Dr. Shumaker’s 
sentence of 60 days at the State penal 
farm and fine of $250.followed publi- 
cation of letters exchanged between 
Shumaker and United States Senator 
James _E. Watson just before the sena- 
torial election in 1926, which Gilliom 
charged in his motion, indicated an 
attempt by Shumaker to influence the 
decision of the court by enlisting the 
aid of Senators Watson and Arthur R. 
Robinson. 

Gilliom’s motion also requested the 
court to call before it Senators Watson 
and Robinson, Clyde Walb, Republican 
State chairman, and Henry Lane Wil- 
son, former Ambassador to Mexico, as 
witnesses. to tell what they knew of 
Shumaker’s alleged, activities to influ- 
ence the court. It was from Wilson’s 
home that Watson is said to have 
spoken with Shumaker over the tele- 
phone regarding the case. 

Shumaker was cited by the Supreme 
Court for contempt, on information 
filed by Gilliom, following publication 
in the American Issue, an Antisaloon 
League publication, of alleged con- 
temptuous statements that certain jus- 
tices of the court were prejudiced in 
decisions on liquor cases. 


Anne Boleyn’s Clock 
Gets an Overhauling 


London, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—Anne Bo- 
leyn’s clock, a gift from Henry VIII on 
her wedding day, is being cleaned and 
given a general overhauling for the 
first time in many years. The clock, 
only ten inches in height, is now one 
of the treasures of Buckingham Palace. 
It formerly belonged to Horace Walpole, 
and when his effects were sold Queen 
Victoria bought the timepiece for £110. 
Another specimen at the palace, the 
town residence of the king and’ queen, 
is known as an “act of parliament 
clock,” a clock which grew out of a 
tax imposed on watches by Pitt. When 
the tax became effective, watches were 
worn less and less, and tavern keepers 
and as many housekeepers as could 
afford it adopted a bold mural time- 
piece for the benefit of their customers.

Charging that the United States is 
subordinating the “interests of inter- 
national communication to considera- 
tions that are purely political,” Soviet 
Russia yesterday filed a protest with 
the International Radio Conference 
here against her exclusion from it. 

The protest reached the conference 
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at a plenary session, which was fea- 
tured also by granting of permission 
to Germany, “in view of her exceptional 
condition,” to retain the. six votes 
which she wielded in prewar days when 
speaking for a vast colonial empire. 

Russia’s protest was signed by “The 
People’s Commissar, Liubovitch,” and 
was addressed to the Permanent Tele- 
graphic Bureau in Berne with a request 
that it be placed before the radio con- 
ference here. It was inserted in the 
minutes of the conference, but no ac- 
tion was taken on it. Russia had not 
been invited to participate in this con- 
ference because the Moscow govern- 
ment is not recognized by the United 
States. 

The protest said that since Russia 
is a member of the International Ra- 
dio Convention, her right to participate 
in all radio conferences “is unquestion- 
able” and the fact that she was not 
4nvited “cdnstitutes a violation of the 
right enjoyed by all members of the 
Telegraphic Union (Radio Telegraphic 
Service).” 

“It. is to be assumed,” the protest 
continued, “that in view of the ab- 
sence of diplomatic relations between 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics and the United States of America, 
the Washington Government has be- 
lieved itself entitled on this account 
to subordinate the interests of fnter- 
national communication to considera- 
tions that are purely political, thus en- 
dangering the regular working of radio 
communications.” 

A resolution safeguarding America’s 
principle of tolerating no governmental 
interference in the private operation 
of radio concerns was approved yester- 
day by a subcommittee of the con- 
ference. 

Stephen B. Davis, vice chairman of 
the American delegation, presented ea 
resolution to exclude from any conven- 
tion for radio regulation to be sub- 
scribed to by the United States any 
clauses affecting the management of 
radio concerns. Davis said he proposed 
no new principles, but merely the con- 
tinuance of the present.state of affairs.

The Ku Klux Klan issue was injected 
into the political battle in Arlington 


yesterday when Justice of the Peace 
Bryan Gordon issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Crandal Mackey, Washington 
attorney and a political power in the 
county. The warrant was sworn out by 
Hugh Reid, Democratic candidate for 
the house of delegates, and charges 
Mackey obtained publication of a false 
statement to the effect that Reid had 
applied for membership in the klan and 
had been rejected. 

The warrant has not been served on 
Mackey, and Reid announced at a meet- 
ing of the Arlington Citizens Associa- 
tion last night it would not be served 
unless Mackey failed to apologize to 
him before sundown’ Saturday.

Chicago, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—Mrs. Cath- 
erine Cassler, the portly middle-aged 
woman who would rather die on the 


|gallows than go to prison for murder, 


today had her wish deferred at least for 
60 days, 

The woman, who, if she is hanged, 
will be the first to be executed in 
Illinois, was given a 60-day stay of 
execution to enable her attorneys to 


carry an appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Mrs. Cassler was to have hanged last 
Friday but was given a weeks’ respite 
to allow the return to Chicago of Judge 
Philip L. Sullivan, the trial Judge, who 
today granted the new stay. 

“I'am very happy,” said the bespec- 
tacled, bobbed-haired woman, “but if 
it is finally decided I must hang, 1 
will trip to the gallows as lightly as 
though I were the best-dressed woman 
in town on my way to church.” 

Mrs. Cassler was convicted of murder- 
ing William Lindstrom, a_ cabinet 
maker, whose body was found last 
December far from his home. Mrs. 
Lillian Fraser, with whom he lived, was 
arrested and she implicated Mrs. Cassler 
and Loren Patrick. Mrs. Fraser and 
Patrick said Mrs. Cassler had suggested 
they kill Lindstrom and collect on a 
$1,000 insurance policy. Patrick said 
he agreed to beat Lindstrom to death. 
Patrick and Mrs. Fraser pleaded guilty 
and received life terms.

WHY MOST OF U. 8S. IS FREE FROM 
PLAGUE, 

HE reason most of North America 

. is free from plague is the limited 

prevalence of one variety of flea. 


Plague got away from its native heath 
about 30 years ago. For 27 years it has 
had a foothold in the United States.

Grubbs says the only satisfactory 
method is to build rat proof ships. If 
this is done when the ship is built 
little is added to the cost of construc- 
tion, It is possible to ratproof an ex- 
isting ship without cost comparative 
with the cost of rats on board. Fumi- 
gation, detention for fumigation, and 
rat catching add to the cost of upkeep 
of a ship that is rat infested. It has 
been found that fumigation that is 
compatible with commercial considera- 
tions does not kill all the rats in a ship 
and rat guards are not a perfect pro- 
tection. 


In Liverpool, where the shipping ‘to 
and from tropical ports is exceptionally 
heavy, they ‘are disposed to substitute 
rat searching of* ships for universal 
fumigation. They have a corps of 
trained rat searchers. These men in- 
spect ships looking for dead rats, sick 
rats and evidence of an excessive num- 
ber of rats of any kind. If they re- 
port that the rats on board are not in 
excessive numbers, and show no evi- 
dence of being sick, the probability is 
that the rat supply of that vessel will 
be left to regulate itself in accordance 
with the principles of Malthus. Par- 
ticularly is this true if the cheopis 
rate of the rats is low.

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STOCKS HINTS MERGER 


Buying Indicates That Those 
Interested Are Trying to 
Strengthen Position. 


FREIGHT LOADINGS GAIN 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 

There was no let up yesterday on the 
Washington Stock Exchange in the re- 
newed interest in the stocks which 
would figure in a possible merger of the 
traction lines, and despite denials by 
officials of the street railways that an 
plan has been approved by them, the 
direction from which the buying comes 


would indicate that those most inter- 
ested in the long talked of merger are 
trying to strengthen their position. 

While it is true that no definite plan 
has been approved by either the North 
American Co., owner of a large part of 
both stocks of the Washington Railway 
& Electric Co., the Capital Traction Co. 
officials, or those of the Washington 
Railway & Electric Co., as it is by no 
means easy to iron out all difficulties 
embraced in bringing about a consoli- 
dation, it is certain merger plans have 
not been abandoned. The recent activ- 
ity of the preferred stock of Washing- 
ton Railways would add strength to this 
supposition. 

Washington Railway & Electric pre- 
ferred, which for a long time has held 
around and below 90, and has recently 
risen to par, sold yesterday in a single 
lot of 100 shares at 100. Closing bid 
was 9934, with 100% asked. Potomac 
Electric Power 514 preferred, which 
started the day unchanged at 10614, ad- 
vanced fractionally to 106% to touch 
new ground. Capital Traction,. which 
Sagged considerably on Saturday, but 
picked up on Monday, scored another 
fractional gain, with a single lot chang- 
ing hands at 108%. 

Bank stocks continued in demand 
with Commercial National selling in 
one lot at 269, while a single share 
was sold at 266%. American Security 
é& Trust Co. sold at 463 with final sale 
at 462. Departmental Bank sold on 
the unlisted department at 6. 

Mergenthaler Linotype led the mis- 
cellaneous list with a 34-point rise to 
113%. Columbia Sand & Gravel pre- 
ferred gained to 10214, while Federal- 
American Co. preferred changed hands 
at 10144, the fraction representing an 
advance over last preceding sale. Na- 
tional Mortgage & Investment prefer- 
red sold to the extent of 50 shares at 
7, while Woodward & Lothrop preferred, 
coming out for the second time since 
its listing, sold at the opening price 
of 109. 

On the bond side of the market, 
Washington Railway & Electric 4s again 
sold at 8834; Potomac Electric Power 
consolidated 5s sold up to 102%, and 
Washington Gas Light 6s, series “B,” 
sold at 10614.

winter wheat receipts were only moder- 
ate counted as an offset to the in- 
creased Canadian crop movement which 
has been exploited for some time. Word 
that country deliveries of wheat in 
Sanada resterday aggregated 7,505,000 
bushels failed to make much impres- 
sion in the face of talk which was cur- 
rent that wheat values, at least tem- 
porarily, had discounted bear factors 
and that rallies were to be looked for. 

Special notice was taken of acknowl- 
edgement from a leading British au- 
thority that breadstuff needs abroad, 
Germany and Italy in particular, prom- 
ised to be on a large scale. Furthere 
more, estimates were at hand that the 
new Australian wheat surplus would be 
only 50,000,000 bushels, compared with 
110,000,000 bushels from the previous 
crop, and that the European rye crop 
is nearly 135,000,000 bushels under the 
five-year prewar average. 

Corn developed strength owing to 
sympathy with wheat and as a result 
of further signs of corn export demand, 
Country offerings of corn were smaller, 
Oats reflected scarcity of receipts.
